WARRANT FOR ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 


The State of New Hampshire 


(L. 8.) To the inhabitants of the Town of Lebanon 
qualified to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town 
Hall in said town on the second Tuesday, of March 
next at nine o’clock in the forenoon to act upon the 
following subjects: 


First—To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing 
year. 


Second—To raise such sums of money as may 
be necessary for the construction and repair of 
highways and bridges for the ensuing year. 


Third—To see what sums of money the town 
will vote to raise for the construction and repairs 
of sewers and sidewalks for the ensuing year. 


Fourth—To see what sums of money the town 
will vote to raise for the improvement of the ceme- 
teries of the town. 


Fifth—To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise for the proper observance of Mem- 
*orial Day. 


Sixth—To see what sums of money the town 
will vote to raise to provide free Hospital Service, 
for needy people, or act thereon. 


Seventh—To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise to assist in the work of the Visit- 
ing Nurse Association. 


Eighth—To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise for the benefit of the West Leb- 
anon Library. 

Ninth—To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise for the benefit of the Lebanon 
Public Library. 
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Tenth—To see if the town will appropriate the 
sum of four hundred dollars to control the White 
Pine Blister Rust, or. act thereon. 


Eleventh—To see if the town will vote to 
authorize the Selectmen to hire money in antici- 
pation of taxes. 


Twelfth—To see if the town will vote to allow 
a discount on taxes, if paid before specified dates. 


Thirteenth—To see if the town will continue 
the inspection of milk and raise money therefor. 


Fourteenth—To see if the town will vote to 
give prescription permits from May first 1932, to 
May first 1933, according to Section 99, Laws of 
1919, to druggists who are registered Pharmacists 
doing business in Lebanon, to sell liquors for medi- 
cinal, sacramental, scientific or mechanical pur- 
poses. 


Fifteenth—To see if the town will vote to raise - 


the sum of fifty dollars for the benefit of a play- 
ground at West Lebanon, or act thereon. 3 


Sixteenth—To see if the town will vote to raise 
the sum of one hundred dollars to hire Rogers and 
Whitney Park for a playground, or act thereon. 


Seventeenth—To see if the town will vote to 
employ a firm of certified public accountants to 
audit the accounts of the town, for the year 1932. 


Eighteenth—To see if the town will vote to 
raise the sum of $2500. for State Aid Maintenance 
an to receive a like amount from the state, or act 
thereon. 


Nineteenth—To see if the town will vote to 
raise the sum of $7500. for Trunk Line Maintenance 
ang to receive a like amount from the state, or act 
thereon. 


Twentieth—To see if the town will vote to 
instruct the selectmen to appoint a man who shall 
_have the approval of the auditors to act as tax col- 
lector and town accountant; whose duties it shall 
be to collect all taxes as has heretofore been done 
by the tax collector and who shall keep all books 
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of account of the town in accordance with the 
system installed by Lybrand, Ross Brothers and 
Montgomery, and who shall prepare a monthly 
statement of the town’s expenditures to date to be 
presented to the selectmen and the Budget Com- 
mittee at their monthly meeting. This office shall 
be paid by a salary and not by fees and salary as 
heretofore. 


Twenty-first—To see if the town will vote to 
instruct the selectmen to employ residents of Leb- 
anon for all town work in so far as possible and to 
require outside contractors to agree to employ local 
residents on town work so far as practicable, or act 
thereon. 


Twenty-second—To see if the town will vote 
to build a sidewalk on the north side of Williams 
Street a distance of about 350 feet running westerly 
from Ela Street, or act thereon. 


Twenty-third—To see if the town will vote to 
elect a Budget Committee of five who shall meet 
with the Selectmen at least once a month to review 
the statement of the town’s expenditures to date 
and to ascertain whether or not the finances and 
expenses of the town are being administered and 
expended in accordance with the vote of this meet- 
ing, good business principles and the statutes of 
the State. 


Twenty-fourth—To see if the town will vote 
to instruct the Selectmen to request the Boston & 
Maine Railroad Corporation to install a center flash 
light signal at the Jones Crossing so called, in said 
Lebanon, similar to the one at the Mill Street 
Crossing, but without the bell. 


Twenty-fifth—To see if the voters will instruct 
the Selectmen to apply receipts from the amounts 
now due the town and listed as Accounts Receivable 
against their outstanding notes and not permit such 


receipts to be expended for any other purpose nor 


to be carried to the general fund. 


Twenty-sixth—To choose a Town Clerk for the 
ensuing year. 
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Twenty-seventh—To choose one Selectman for 
the ensuing three years, Overseer of the Poor, Col- 
lector of Taxes, Highway Agent, and six Library 
Trustees, two for the ensuing three years, two for 
the ensuing two years, and two for the ensuing year, 
and all other necessary officers for the ensuing 
year. 


Twenty-eighth—To choose a Trustee to ad- 
minister the Trust Funds of the town for three 
years. 


Twenty-ninth—To bring in your votes for the 
election of Delegates-at-large, Alternate Delegates- 
at-large, District Delegates, Alternate District Dele- 
gates to the National Convention of the Democratic 
and Republican parties, to be held for the purpose 
of nominating party candidates for President and 
Vice-President of the United States. 


Thirtieth—To transact any other business that _ 


may properly come before the meeting.

Receipts and Disbursements: 


In verifying the receipts listed above we first de- 
termined the amount of money that should have 
been received, in all possible instances, and then 
compared the amount with the entries made in 
books of the Town Treasurer and Selectmen. 

The amount turned in from Tax Collections was 
verified with a detailed analysis of the Tax Blotter, 
verifying the additions and computation, thereby 
determining the amount committed for collection 
and the amount that should have been received. 
Discounts given were verified by computation giv- 
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ing consideration to the dates on which payments 
were received. 

Funds received from the State and County were 
verified by direct correspondence with the State 
Treasurer and County Commissioners, and receipts 
from other departments such as those of the Muni- 
cipal Court and Town Clerk, were verified by ex- 
amination of the records of each department. 

We found cancelled checks for all disbursements 
entered in the books, but in some instances vouch- 
ers were not supported by the necessary purchase 
invoices. We were therefore unable in all instances 
to assure ourselves that proper distribution had 
been made on the records where invoices were not 
attached to the vouchers. 


Recommendations: 


We would suggest that all bills rendered to the 
Town for payment, including payrolls, should have 
the approval of, and distribution by, the depart- 
ment heads shown thereon. 

Also that Tax Collectors Deeds be obtained on 
property which has been sold for non-payment of 
taxes the required number of years, instead of al- 
lowing them to be resold from year to year at ad- 
ditional unnecessary expense to the Town.

During the year the Doctors and Nurses have re- 
ported the following cases of contagious diseases: 
79 cases of Mumps, 18 of Chicken Pox, 12 of 
Whooping-cough, 6 of Measles, and 2 of Infantile 
Paralysis.

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MILK INSPECTION REPORT 


The report received from the State Laboratory 
of Hygiene on samples of milk taken for analysis 
in the Town of Lebanon the past year show well 
above the Statutory Limit as regards to solids and 
butter fat. 

We have had no infectious or contagious diseases 
transmitted by our milk supply the past year. 

The number of milk producers have greatly in- 
creased, many from out of the State. 

The bacteria count from most of the producers 
has been more satisfactory; we have one case now 
pending as to adulteration under our law.

OVERSEER OF THE POOR REPORT 


Never in the history of the Poor Department of 
this town has such a large amount of work been 
done as in the past year. The lack of employment 
has been the cause of the greatest number of relief 
cases. Many of these applicants are thrifty and 
good citizens and had saved sufficient money to 
meet an ordinary period of unemployment, but 
with the depression lasting so long they were 
obliged to draw on their resources until the last of 
their savings was used. Without work, without 
funds, they were obliged to come to this department 
for aid. In normal times some of these people could 
have secured a loan on the equity held in their real 
estate, but there was no way in which money could 
be borrowed, so there was nothing to do but ac- 
cept aid for themselves and family to subsist. 

In addition to food and fuel, we had extraordi- . 
nary expenses for rents, and funerals, one large 
expense was the care of a cancer case which the 
town was obliged to meet. : 

We have given aid to 175 families and 45 indi- 
viduals, making a total of 858 people. Town de- 
pendents: 84 families, 15 individuals, making a total 
of 414 people. Town expenses, $5,882.46. County 
dependents: 91 families, 30 individuals, making a 
total of 444 people. County expenses, $10,846.28. 
The town expense is much less than county be- 
cause our greatest number of town applicants came 
late in the Fall. 

I am indebted to the Associated Charities, Rotary 
Club, Red Cross, for generous assistance in the ef- 
ficient way in which we have been able to meet the 
demands of this department.
